Governor Is Pushing Ahead 
With Budget-Balancing Plan 


SACRAMENTO U!)— Gov Ed­ 
mund G. Brown pushed ahead 
today with his “windfall” plan 
for balancing the state budget 
in the face of stiff Republican 
opposition. 
He said, in effect: It’s either 
that or more taxes.

Ocean’s Mariana Trench.

Heller is optimistic. The big 
push of family formation, he 
told an interviewer, apparently 
will develop three or four years 
from now, and it should be an 
economic blessing rath er than 
a burden.

Today 
there is less agreem ent on the 
timing, but the experts still be­ 
lieve that the stork brings pros­ 
perity. 
Some predict the lift will be 
delayed until the threshold of 
the 70s. Wilson Wright, chief 
economist of Procter and Gam­ 
ble Co., holds that the heavy 
spending of the average cou­ 
ple comes above five years 
after the wedding. 
“This means that the bulge 
in family formation around the 
middle of this decade probably 
won’t be really significant in 
terms of production and expen. 
diture 
until 
the 
end of the 
decade,” Wright said in a re­ 
cent issue of U.S. 
News & 
World Report. 
Another industry econom­ 
ist, George Cline Smith, said, 
more tersely: “The 60s will 
soar—but it mav take until 
the 70s.”

What if things go wrong? 
Suppose that a major indus­ 
try should take a nosedive— 
that the commercial building 
boom, to use an unlikely but 
conceivable example, should 
collapse suddenly? 


The W hite House economist 
conceded that a serious setback 
in any im portant segment of 
the economy would be a serious 
matter. It would tend to can­ 
cel out the stimulative effect 
of tax cuts— and make it hard­ 
er to get the 60s airborne. 
That is a risk which would 
be run in any case, and one 
which would be lessened by tax 
reduction. 
There can be no 
guarantee, said Dr. Heller, that 
the coming massive infusion of 
youthful brains, skill and ener­ 
gy will be utilized as it should 
be.

Kyung Yul Kim, 28. son of j 
an exporter-importer of Seoul, 
Korea, prefers Marin to South­ 
ern California because “I can’t 
concentrate in Los Angeles— 
it’s too busy.”

NEW YORK MP — Business 
and finance is now having its 
day in the tax talkathon. Its 
ideas are short on popular ap­ 
peal perhaps but long on con­ 
viction. And the proposals go 
further than the president’s 
in some directions. 
If 
asked to name 
typical 
spokesmen for business and 
finance, most Americans doubt­ 
less would say the National 
Assn. of Manufacturers and 
the American Bankers Assn. 
And these two are advis­ 
ing Congress how the fed­ 
eral tax structure should be 
changed. 
ABA Executive Vice Presi­ 
dent Dr. Charles E. Walker 
today is urging the House and 
Means Committee to consider 
a “cut in corporate income tax­ 
es, preferably to as low as 42 
per cent, but at least to 45 per 
cent.” 
He believes that over the 
long run “ the resultant up­ 
surge in corporate investment 
activity, with its consequent 
rise 
in 
income and profits, 
would 
g e n e r a t e sufficient 
Treasury 
revenues 
to 
more 
than offset the tax cut itself. 
The president has proposed 
a cut over two years of the 
present 52 per cent rate to 47 
per 
cent. 
Labor 
spokesmen 
have insisted that even this 
cut needn’t be considered at 
this time, arguing the big thing 
is to get more spending money 
into the pockets of lower in­ 
come citizens. 
Dr. Walker holds, on the 
contrary, that “ dollar for 
dollar, the major and most 
l a s t i n g 
contribution 
to

rate reform lies in the area 
of the corporate income tax.” 
“The corporate tax is not an 
impersonal tax: It falls upon

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Gasoline Taxes Already Up 
To Limit; Let's Hold Line 


Senator Randolph Collier, the “fa­ 
th er’ of California’s freeway system, 
has sent us an envelope full of material 
supporting his Senate Bill No. 344. This 
proposed law would raise the gasoline 
tax and raise vehicle registration fees 
to provide more money for city and 
county street improvement. 
We have supported Senator Collier’s 
proposals right down the line for the 
past 17 or 18 years while the present 
system of financing road construction in 
our state was being formulated. 
But we are afraid we cannot endorse 
his latest move. 
He has done us an honor to send us 
his material. It is most impressive. 
He reiterates his view that highway 
deficiencies ought to be paid for by 
highway users. This is a view we have 
always shared with him. 
He observes that city and county road 
deficiencies are far too great at present 
to be rectified with the present alloca­ 
tion of state gas tax funds for these pur­ 
poses. 
We agree 100 per cent with him on 
this point. 
The material he has sent us shows 
that his S.B. 344 would provide sizeable 
sums to the County of Marin and to our 
10 incorporated cities, funds w h i c h 
would make it possible to begin to meet 
local street and highway deficiencies. 
This is all most attractive. 


But we still cannot endorse it. 
We think that gasoline taxes are up to 
the limit right now. Here in Marin the 
posted price for regular gasoline is 31.9 
cents per gallon, of which 10 cents is 
tax. 
Senator Collier’s bill would bring an 
11.7 per cent increase on the state por­ 
tion of the gas tax. 
But that’s not all; before a city or 
county could get a share of this new 
road money, it would have to appropri­ 
ate one-third in matching funds. 
As we say, we are honored that Sen­ 
ator Collier has personally solicited our 
interest in this matter. 
It isn’t easy to deviate from 17 or 18 
years of down-the-line support for his 
previous efforts. 
Our own Board of Supervisors here 
in Marin has endorsed S.B. 344. (al­ 
though several of our cities have de­ 
clined to endorse it). 
But we just cannot escape our conclu­ 
sion and conviction that gasoline taxes 
(and vehicle registration taxes, too) are 
already up to the limit. 
The Senator from our own county, 
Jack McCarthy, said at the start of the 
session that he, too, t h i n k s gasoline 
taxes are already high enough and that 
he would not react favorably to any pro­ 
posals for raising them.

Alliance For Progress Beginning

WASHINGTON. — L a t i n 
American Communists are be­ 
coming 
downright 
disillu­ 
sioned — and disheartened — 
by the Alliance for Progress. 
It isn’t failing adequately! 
For them it is succeeding too 
well. 
While some of its support­ 
ers in the U. S., who expected 
it to perform miracles over­ 
night, are disappointed that 
the Alliance hasn’t gotten off 
the ground faster, its Commu­ 
nist opponents are finding to 
their dismay that it has got­ 
ten off the ground too well 
for their comfort. 
I am not suggesting that 
the first year’s work of the 
10-year Alliance of Progress 
has alone thrown the Commu­ 
nists on the defensive. It has 
helped, visibly helped. The 
Communists are most on the 
defensive where the Alliance 
has been most active. Here is 
some of the evidence: 


In most of the Latin 
American 
countries,

They can’t win converts

present hope in the future. 
The Latin American Com­ 
munists 
are 
continuing to 
lose their influence in the 
labor movement where they 
thought their prospects were 
best. Today the International 
Confederation of Free Trade 
Unions 
i n 
South 
America 
embraces 3,000,000 workers; 
the Red-dominated labor or­ 
ganization, not over 1,000,000. 
Through Alliance aid 37 
U. S. universities are n o w 
working with 57 Latin insti­ 
tutions in 18 countries to im­ 
prove education. There is al­ 
ready 
evidence of a trend 
away from long-time Commu­ 
nist control of the universi­ 
ties in Central America. 


WHEN I WAS on a report­ 
ing trip through South Amer­ 
ica last summer, it was clear 
that unless the Alliance for 
Progress 
could help bring 
about a modest, hopeful rate 
of economic growth plus so­ 
cial reform, the prospects for 
stability and democracy in 
the hemisphere were dim in­ 
deed. At that time there was 
not enough evidence to know 
whether it would do the job. 
All the ravages of a long 
outdated 
economic 
system 
cannot be 
repaired 
in

months or 12 years, but the 
evidence is now sufficient to 
report that the Alliance is 
making a sturdy and steady 
beginning—and can succeed.

Nearly 60 people saw and 
heard three of the four candi­ 
dates for the April 16 Dixie 
board election and seven of the 
eight candidates for the April 
8 San Rafael board election. 
The meeting in the Mary E. 
Silveira School was sponsored 
by the Marinwood Home and 
School Club. 
San Rafael board incumbent 
C. Paul Bettini was not present. 
Also absent, on Army reserve 
duty, was Dixie board candi­ 
date John R. Christofferson, 
Terra Linda civil engineer. A 
letter from him was read, how­ 
ever, stating that with “ the in­ 
creasing tempo of science, our 
most important duty is to edu­ 
cate the child in more science 
and mathematics.” Christoffer­ 
son also wrote that it is “ im­ 
portant that the child under­ 
stand our social system and our 
heritage as well as the systems 
and traditions of other coun­ 
tries.” 
He w’rote that he was op­ 
posed to any released time for 
religious instruction. O t h e r 
Dixie board candidates made 
no comment a b o u t released 
time. 
All agreed with Christoffer­ 
son that Dixie District’s pro­ 
posed 
1.6-million-dollar bond 
issue should be passed. 
5tuart YY\ Curtis, Marinwood 
salesman, emphasized the need 
for “ education in fundamental 
subjects.”

Dr. Thomson said he would 
insist on a “ mastery of the 
fundamentals,” and would en­ 
courage teaching phonics at the 
kindergarten level. “ We should 
stop wasting time with reme­ 
dial classes,” he said. He pro­ 
posed better textbooks to re­ 
place existing books w h i c h 
“ lack moral or literary value,” 
and called the Winton bill, 
which would allow elementary 
boards wide selection of texts, 
a “ step in the right direction.” 


Carl J .Brown, coach at Sir 
Francis Drake High School and 
chairman of the San Rafael 
Parks and Recreation Commis- 


sion, said: “ There is no one 
way to tqach. You can have 
several different methods go­ 
ing on at one time in the same 
school.” He said there should 
be emphasis on improved read­ 
ing and writing, however, and 
said schools “ cannot remain 
static—there should be con­ 
stant réévaluation.”

Detroit 'Underdog' In Bidding For 68 Olympic Games 


NEW YORK UPi—The city of 
Detroit has won the opening 
skirmish but may lose the bat' 
tie in its bid to hold the 1968 
Olympic Games. 
Reaffirmed by the U.S. Olym­ 
pic Committee as the American 
city most qualified to make the 
pitch, the world's motor capital 
was not overly optimistic over 
its chances of selling itself to 
the International Olympic Com­ 
mittee. 
The Detroit delegation, head- 
ed by Gov. George Romney of 


Michigan and Mayor Jerome P. 
Cavanaugh, was elated when 
the city was chosen over four 
others yesterday by the USOC 
board of directors, 
but 
the 
spearhead of the drive added 
a sobering note. 
“We will be definite under­ 
dogs before the IOC next Oc­ 
tober.” said Fred C. Matthaei 
Sr., chairman of the Detroit 
Olympic Committee. “It’s no 
secret that the IOC is heavily 
European flavored. Also, our 
cause has been hurt by our in­ 


ternal battles— first, the AAU- 
NCAA power war and then this 
fight between Los Angeles and 
Detroit for the site. 


“All this will be distributed 
among the Olympic countries. 
Our best bet 
is to 
turn it 
around to our advantage, if we 
can. We must plead that the 
bloodshed is finished, and we 
deserve a chance to get our 
house in order.” 


The IOC is expected to pick 
the 1968 Olympic site at its 


meeting 
in 
Nairobi, 
Kenya, 
next October. Besides Detroit, 
cities bidding include Mexico 
City, 
Buenos Aires, Vienna, 
Lausanne and Lyons, France. 


One of the European spots is 
favored to get the nod. How­ 
ever, Detroit intends to put up 
a fight— the same kind that 
won it selection over Los An­ 
geles, Philadelphia, San Fran­ 
cisco and Portland, Ore., in the 
tussle before the 40-man board 
of directors of the USOC. 


“If we are picked, you will 
see the greatest Olympiad in 
the history of the games,” said 
Michigan’s Gov. Romney. '‘I 
feel good about our chances. 
The whole world has heard the 
phrase ‘FOB-Detroit.’ ” 


Art Lentz, assistant director 
of the U.S. Olympic Committee, 
said, “The Olympic structure 
is undergoing great changes 
and tradition is not as strong 
as it once was. I think the 
United States’ chances of get­ 


ting the Games are much bet­ 
ter than they were six months 
ago.” 


Detroit, picked last October 
by the same 
board but later 
challenged by Los Angeles, was 
reaffirmed by an overwhelming 
vote after each of the five cit­ 
ies spent an hour making pre­ 
sentations at Olympic House. 


With 40 board members vot­ 
ing, 32 chose Detroit, 4 voted 
for Los Angeles, 2 for Port­ 
land and 1 each for San Fran­

'Fix' Story 


ATLANTA J*'—The Saturday 
Evening Post has been asked to 
retract an article accusing Wal­ 
lace Butts and Alabama Coach 
Paul Bryant of collusion to rig 
the Alabama-Georgia football 
game last fall.

The request for a retraction 
was made yesterday in a tele­ 
gram to Curtiss Publishing Co., 
Philadelphia, from Butt's at­ 
torney, William Schroder.
